VB2W DxXPEDIMION To ZONE 2

Well as you can see, I made it back safe and sound. 
The trip was actually pretty easy, as time passes along quickly 
when in good company. We traveled Montreal to Amos on 
Thursday, and Amos to Waskaganish on Friday to setup for 
the CQ Worldwide SSB Contest, in CQ Zone 2 land. 


We, Martin Houle VA2AMH, Marc-André Boucher 
VE2MBT, Pascal Carrier VE2WHZ and myself, had planned 
to be on the air using two radios during the contest. We set- 
up VE2MBT's Flex 6000 SDR radio as main calling station 
and my IC7000 as “chase/multiplier” radio. Now the original 
plan was to use trapped dipoles on masts, but these plans 
were scaled back to using an end-fed “Ultimax” wire antenna, 
and a loaded vertical for 20m-10m. This turned out to be a 
mistake given the lack of high enough structures (trees) and 
the conditions we faced during the weekend.

We got on the ait a little late because of issues setting 
up the stations. We quickly realized that conditions were not 
very good, but we managed to get a few contacts on 15m and 
40m. Around 11pm that evening the low bands got very 
noisy, and we weren't getting out anymore. We checked eve- 
rything, and all seemed to be fine. It turned out to be that 
given our higher latitude, auroras were right on top of us. 
There was nothing we could do. I tried in vain to make con- 
tacts for a few hours mote, with no results. 


Saturday morning was a bit rough for me, as I had 
only slept about 3hrs, so it was a slow start. We managed 
more contacts on 15m using the main station, but the vertical 
was not getting out at all. We decided to drop the 2nd radio 
and take shifts on the main station instead. Saturday evening 
saw better conditions on 40m where I made a nice run of 
about 50 Qs, but then it suddenly ended. It was strange as we 
could hear many stations, but none could hear us. Reason 
was the auroras were back. Now I don't know if it's that the 


aurora eats up RF energy, or simply that what we could hear 
were running kilowatts, but either way we were done for the 
night. At least I got some sleep. 


Discussion was underway Sunday morning on what 
went wrong, and how to better plan for the future. This trip 
was a run though of sorts for a Dxpedition to Charlton Is- 
land (in James-Bay) next summer. My colleagues quickly real- 
ized that they will need amplifiers, and much better antennas 
for their IOTA activation in 2017. While this was going on, 
we started packing the 2nd station, while running the main 
station for a few more contacts. At 1lam we packed every- 
thing up, and we left Waskaganish at 12h30pm. Martin and I 
actually made the trip back almost non-stop to Montreal, ar- 
riving around 1h30am. Did I mention Martin is a truck driv- 
er? I was in great company. 


So there you have it. It was not the results we had 
hoped for, but much was learned and this was probably more 


valuable than the contest itself.
